Utah before the Mormons: 

There was evidence of men in Uteh of mar deting back to 9000 B.C. 
This was found in a cave out by Wendover by using a system o? carbon deting 
artifacts found there. The Hog Up Cave north of Salt Leke Desert was where 
evidence wes found of the Archeick period showingbones of enimals eeten by people 
back to 6000 E.C. A bow end arrow dating to 2000 B.C. and a moccasin dating 
back to 2000 B.C.. Leke Bonneville receeded quite fast considering the size 
of it. They feel it took ebout 1000 to 2000 years. This heppened about 20,000 
to 100,000 years ego. The lekewes originally 350 miles long, 150 miles wide 
and 1050 feet deep. Weter in Salt Lake valley was £50 feet deep, Ogden wes 
dovered with water about 850 feet deep, Provo was 650 feet deep, end Logen 
wes 500 feet deep. The size of the lake wes compered to Lake Michigan. Sevier 
Lake and Uteh Lake are remnents of Lake Bonneville, Red Rock Pass, north of 
Malad is where Leke Bonneville drained out of, Malad is named efter French 
trappers thet got s malady. 

In 1869-70, & man by the neme of Gilbert named the lake efter an army 
Captain by the name of Bonneville, who never did see the eviderces of the lake. 

Bonneville Terraces: 

These can be seen at the point of the mountain ebove Fort Douglas, out 
by the black rock where the smelter is, and along other pleces on the Wasatch 
front mountsins, Provo bench is the level of the lake for e long time. It 
w&s two-thirds the size of Lake Superior.

Martial lam was declared 
and om Auge 5, I857 there was a proclamatiom which forbid the Federal army to 
come to Utah. Brigham mobilized his forces torepell any invasione People 
needed apass. from Brigham to go and come to Utaho Echo: canyon was. fortified 
By Brigham. Daniel Wells was commander of the Navoo legiono Three hundred 
cavalry were sent to Wyoming under the leadership of Lot Smith and Vurton 
and they burned three of the supply trains af the government o They 
destroyed 76 of the government wagons and the government declared this an 
act of ware This was about one fourth of the government supplies and a 
jPízl lot of their salt and winter clothings The IhOO cattle that 
Rockwell took from them were given back the next springe The federal army was 
stopped by the Wyoming winter and did not come down Echo canyonoo This 
probably stopped a battle by the two sides because they had time to think it

The arrival of the Fancher train om August 3 or lih. The Fancher train 
was the first to take the southern route to the west coast just as the 
sentiment of the settlers w ss at a high point. The attitude of the Missouri 
Wildcats: who were twelve horsemen that, joined the train at Fort Bridger andi 
boasted that some of their men had helped to kill Joseph Suith and one said 
that he had the gun that killed Joseph smith. They called their Oxen Joseph 
and Brigham and cursed them with foul language aa they drove through the ares 

The fateful Mormon meeting at cedar City to plan the deed on Sept 6 
The date of the massacre was Sept II 1857. 
Parawan Ward minute book says the attack was first began by Indians on 
Sept 7th 
Isaac Haight and Johh D Leo were excomunicated in IG80 1870 
Lee goes to Lees Ferry im I872 
The first trial of Lee began July 22, 1875 with a hung Jury.

The massacre was done by 50 to 60 white men and 300 to 500 Indians. Seventeen 
kids. were all that remained of the wagon traino The wagons and gear were sold 
to people at public auction at Cedar city. The Americana magazine says that 
Ho re Roberts gave articles. to them for several months describing what xk 
happened at the masacree The Mormons: would not sell supplies: to members 
of the Fancher train which was another cause of friction, The Fancher train 
named cattle after the Mormon leasders and cursed them. Isaac Height of 
Cedar city, a Stake President said the Mormons were tired of persecution and

George Albert Smith was Given orders to mobilize tho Vavau legiom and 
to solicite helpof Indians by help of Jacob H amblin and was told to tell the 
Indians to help or uncle Sam would kill both Indians; andi Mormons.

Mormons in cold blooded mrdero 
People were living in cedar city who were at Hons Mill when this atrocity 
occured, Parley P Pratt was living in Arkansas and was Murdered for his

Lee was. made an example by being exicuted and was not present at the 
massacres Mo Aiden was an artist and joined the party at Provoe H e was one 
that was sent of help by train . Two others were sent for help and were killed by 


Indians, The Indians were gathering and Iee was sent for after the massacre was s 
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set in motion. H amblir rode 300 miles to Salt Lake and back in six days. 
Brigham sent a message back not to attack,but it was too late. 

Lee said while in prison 9 This: is Mormonism Unveiled.@ Haight told 
Lee to sick the Indians on the wagon train and scare em out of the territorye 
They attacked the train on Sepe7. 

Woe C Stewart felt that church did not directly order the massacre vut it w 
was & result of the attitude of the saints to avenge the prophet 

Lee said the first attack was on tuesdaye The Indians said that if 
they did not help themthey would turn of Lee and his men and thus drug 
the whites into it. Lees men thought that the two messengers has escaped to 
D California and would squeal on them and send the army in from Californias 
Ihe Iron county division of the Navou legion as called in, The Indians were to 
finish off the women and children so the Mormons would not. shed innocent 
blood Leee entered under a flag of truce, and said they would help, but had 
pe&pe loaded into a wagon and massacred them. Seventeem kids were loaded into 
a wagon and saved by Lee. !
